PINKEYE CONTROL 

Pinkeye, like many infectious 
diseases, is most prevalent in cat¬ 
tle during hot summer weather. 

According to Dr. J. P. Best, Su¬ 
pervisor of Veterinary Inspection 
with the Alberta Veterinary Ser¬ 
vices Branch, pinkeye attacks cat¬ 
tle of all ages and breeds. The 
first sign is usually a profuse 
watering of one or both eyes 
which then become swollen and 
eventually close. The next stage is 
discoloration and ulceration of the 
cornea. This is usually followed by 
the whole eye becoming more or 
less opaque or cloudy. 

The first symptom of pinkeye 
generally appears two to four days 
after contact with an infected ani¬ 
mal or flies which have carried the 
disease. Dr. Best says pinkeye sel¬ 
dom confines itself to one animal; 
it is usually a herd problem. Al¬ 
though the worst cases may event¬ 
ually clear-up without treatment, 
the disease can cause substantial 
losses in the meantime. Dairy cat¬ 
tle may drop 50 per cent in their 
milk production and range cattle 
often fail to maintain normal 
gains. 

To prevent pinkeye, Dr. Best re¬ 
commends protecting cattle against 
flies and providing them with 
shade. Sun, flies, dust and wind all 
contribute to the spread of the 
disease. A veterinarian should be 
consulted immediately pinkeye is 
suspected. An accurate diagnosis at 
the beginning is always important 
with any disease. Infected eyes can 
be a disease in itself or only a 
symptom of another disease. 
Prompt diagnosis and treatment 
will prevent or greatly reduce fin¬ 
ancial losses in the herd.

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Intersection Potentially Dangerous 

The fact that two highway accidents occurred 
under almost identical circumstances at the newly 
reconstructed Vulcan entrance intersection last week¬ 
end gives rise to the thought that the design of this 
intersection leaves something to be desired and that 
it may potentially be a breeder of accidents. 

Cars approaching from the south and intending 
to turn into the Vulcan entrance road are supposed 
to be channelled into the inside lane while other 
northbound traffic passes such vehicles on the right. 
The Vulcan-bound vehicles are supposed to wait in 
this inside lane until such time as it is safe to turn 
left into the entrance road. Both recent accidents 
happened when the left-turning vehicle were involved 
in collisions with oncoming traffic from the north. 

Adding to the confusion, apparently, is the lack 
of clear direction regarding which of the three lanes 
vehicles from the south are supposed to use when 
they turn in to Vulcan. 

Maybe the highway engineer might be wise to 
take another look at this intersection before a more 
serious type of accident occurs. The widening and 
channelization recently completed were supposed to 
improve a dangerous situation but the fact that the 
first accidents in 18 months at this spot occurred 
after the changes were made makes one wonder 
whether the situation has been improved or merely 
confused. 

A 40-mile zone in this area might help, as would 
better direction signs.

EXPANDED INSURANCE PLAN 

Farming is one of the more dangerous occupations ac¬ 
cording to statistics.

LOANS FOR STUDENTS 

Guaranteed by the Government of Canada 


Purpose: The purpose of the Canada Student Loans Act is to facilitate bank loans for 
students who need financial help to continue full-time studies beyond secondary 
school level at Universities and other educational institutions. 


Who Can apply : Any Canadian citizen, or anyone resident in Canada for one year who intends 
to live in Canada after completion of studies, may apply for a loan under the 
Act. An applicant must be enrolled or intend to enroll as a full-time student 
at an educational institution approved by provincial authorities, and must 
meet the standards of academic qualification and financial need established 
by the student loan authority in the Province in which he applies. 

Amount of loans: Depending upon individual circumstances and financial need, loans up to 
$1,000 a year may be made, with a maximum of $5,000 during a student’s 
academic career. The Provincial Authority receiving applications and deter¬ 
mining eligibility will issue a certificate to each eligible student stating the 
maximum amount the student may borrow.

Repayment: Interest-Free and Delayed Repayment Period 

To assist students, the interest on loans during the period a student continues 
full-time studies, and for six months thereafter, will be paid by the Government 
of Canada. During this same period no repayment of principal is required, nor 
will any service charge or fee be payable by the student.

Borrowers will begin to pay interest and to repay loans six months after they 
cease to be full-time students. The current interest rate to students is 
per annum.
